Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues (1) The final rejection be withdrawn because Examiner's claimed rejections are based on a combination of references 
including Donovan, which was not cited reference in the first office action; (2) Dorenbosch fails to teach the limitation of where terminal 
identifiers of the first zone are also used for terminals of the second zone, since the SSIDs are different; and (3) Applicants deny that one 
skilled in the art would be motivated to combine the teachings of O'Brien, Donovan, and Dorenbosch. 

Examiner traverses the arguments: 

As to point ( 1 ), Applicant had previously amended the claims in response to the first office action to necessitate new grounds of rejection, 
thus the final rejection stands. 

As to point (2), Dorenbosch teaches the concept that two devices located in different zones may use the same address as claimed by the 
Applicant (Col 2, lines 29-30). The tags may be different as stated by the Applicant, but the tags are used to identify the zones where the 
devices are located in the similar manner as Applicant's gateways are used to identify the zones, where the terminals reside. The 
devices have the same identifier, thus the tags, having similar functionality as the gateways, are used so that the devices can receive the 
messages. 

As to point (3), in regards to combining references from wireless pagers with an application directed to voice over IP packets, Examiner 
is stating that the overall concept of devices in two different zones using the same identifier is found in prior art. This concept taught by 
Dorenbosch may be used in combination with O'Brien, and not the specifics such as wireless pagers with voice IP networks or circuit 
switched network with packet-switched network as argued by the Applicant. Furthermore, the Examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Famolari et al t US Patent #6,611,510, teaches of assigning the same multicast address to different 
terminals in different domains in order to provide broadcast messages to a plurality of terminals (Col 4, lines 16-37, Col 7, line 54-57). 
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
